WASHINGTON (AP) - More 


testimony In the Bobby Baker 
trial is expected hxfcy from 
Wayne L. Bromley, a on«4iffie 
Baker associate wbo already 
has testified that be included as 
income on his tax returns mon» 
ey which actually went to Bak- 
er. 


Bromley, an unemployed lob- 


byist, related for the prosecu* 
tion in federal court Monday 
how he and Baker, then the sec* 
retary to Senate Democrats, 
stepped into an alcove of the 
Senate library and split a $5,000 
payment 50*50. 


"Later 
Mr, 
Baker and t 


agreed that I would report the 
entire $5,000 on my Income 
tax," Bromley testified. When it 
came to figuring his taxes, 
Bromley said, he finally had to 
get Baker out of bed eight 
months after the normal filing 
deadline in order to straighten 
out their many deals. 


Baker is charged with Income 


tar evasion, converting $80,000 
of campaign contributions to his 
own use, and conspiracy. 


Bromley testified the $5,000 


was for expediting In 1962 a 
charter for the Redwood Nation- 
al Bank in San Rafael, Calif. He 
said his part of the work con- 
sisted of calling up Baker to see 
how the 
matter was coming 


along. The charter was granted 
in early 1963. 


Bromley said the $5,000 check 


was made out in his name, he 
endorsed It, Baker cashed It, 
and then he and Baker "walked 
down the corridor to a door 
marked 
Senate library. We 


stepped Into an alcove at the 
foot of the steps, and he took $2,- 
500 and I took $2,500."

WASHINGTON (AP) -

Supreme Court ruled 5 to 4 to- 
day that lawyers may not be 
disbarred for refusing on self- 
Incrlminatlon grounds to testify 
concerning their dealings with 
clients. 


The Fifth Amendment protec- 


tion "should 
not be watered 


down by Imposing the dishonor 
of disbarment and the depriva- 
tion of a livelihood as a price for 
asserting It," Justice William 0. 
Douglas said for the majority.

that

self-lncrimlnatlon 


clause of the Fifth Amendment 
was not applicable to the states 
through the 14th Amendment In 
such Instances.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government is planning a na- 
tional 
campaign against car 


theft and is seeking — through 
persuasion or legislation — to 
have automobile manufacturers 
make their cars harder to steal. 


Announcing this today, Asst. 


Atty. Gen. Fred M. Vinson Jr. 
said steering wheel, transmis- 
sion and hood locks and more 
secure ignition systems are de- 
vices which would help reverse 
the rising trend of automobile 
thefts. 


Vinson said the Justice De- 


partment has conferred 
with 


Industry representatives "with 
a view to Installation of feasible 
and effective devices at the ear- 
liest practicable date. 


"We are following with Inter- 


est the automobile Industry's 
activity In this regard and we 
are considering legislation, If 
necessary, to require Installa- 
tion of antitheft devices at the 
point of manufacture or assem- 
bly,"

said

quency. 


Sen. Thomas J. 
Dodd, D- 


Conn., the subcommittee chair- 
man, said his group also is con- 
sidering legislation which would 
require antitheft devices on new 
cars.

Hoffa has until Feb. 4 to file a 


request for a new hearing be- 
fore the Supreme Court, which 
upheld his eight-year jury-tam- 
pering sentence in December. 


The trucking contract dead- 


line is March 31. Hoffa is not 
expected to be free much be- 
yond mid-March unless he wins 
a farther delay of his 1964 pris- 
on sentence.

There are not many folks out- 


side of Union and Ashley coun- 
ties who have ever pitched a tent 
or parked a camper along the 
shore line of Grand Marais Lake, 
Pete Wilson Slough or Spring Ba- 
you in deep south central Ark- 
ansas, but those who have, will 
all agree, that "there just ain't 
many other places in Arkansas" 
-or anywhere else for that mat- 
ter-that can quite match these 
small but natural bodies of wa- 
ter for outdoor recreation-es- 
peciaily for year-round fishing. 


Geographically, this "fisher- 


man's paradise" is located in the 
southeastern 
section 
of Union 


County about 38 miles east of El 
Dorado. 


These small, natural lakes-or 


sloughs-lie along the west bank 
of the Cuachita River and their 
shore lines are marked by tow- 
ering cypress trees and literally 
millions of grotesquely shaped 
cypress "knees". And hidden a- 
mong these cypress knees are 
some of the biggest, meanest, 
pugnacious largemouth bass you 
have ever "sunka hook" into. In 
addition to these fighting mon- 
sters, these Likes are filled with 
king-sized crappie, bream, gog- 
gle eye (rock bass) and blue chan- 
nel catfish. And, too, you can 
take your choice of fishing meth- 
ods with equal success-bait cas- 
ting, spin casting, fly fishing or 
just plain old pole fishing. 


In appearance, depth and veg- 


etation, these lakes are similar 
to the sloughs or bayous of the 
delta country of south and cen- 
tral Louisiana-in fact, they are 
only about four miles north of 
the Louisiana line. 


In the fall and winter-when 


the season is open-the tropical 
jungle-like bottom lands around 
these lakes 
and sloughs offer 


some of the finest squirrel, deer 
and duck hunting to be found in 
the state.

Black Widow 
Brigade

GRANITE CITY, m. (AP>- 


Probably the deadliest soldiers 
In the U.S. Army are the seven 
members of the black widow 
brigade. 


But the brigade will see only 


stateside 
action because 
its 


members— real 
female 
black 


widow spiders—are too valuable 
to trust outside individual glass 
jars. 


"The spider spins a fine tough 


single strand web which we use 
in 
various 
sighting instru- 


ments," said Donn Kinney, the 
civilian chief of the Topograph- 
ic-Electronics Division at the 
Granite City Army Depot. 


Each spider can produce up to 


160 feet of web in a matter of 
seconds depending on her mood. 
The 
market price 
for 
the 


strands is $25 per 100 feet. 


The black widow, which de- 


vours her husband early in mar- 
riage secretes one of the most 
toxic poisons known when it 
bites. There is immediate, acute 
pain at the point of the bite. The 
pain spreads quickly and the 
poison cac cause death. 


Treatment for a black wid- 


ow's bit Includes strong seda- 
tives and heart stimulation with 
strychnine. 


"Actually they're really not 


too hard to handle," said Kin* 
ney. "They're timid creatures 
and none of the men who work 
with the spiders has ever been 
bitten." 


Like almost everything else, 


the brigade has its star, named 
"Ruthie." She's a cute little 
thing, said Kinney. 


One man who helps the "timid 


creatures" spin their webs for 
the U.S. defense effort is tl» 
waine Miller, a civilian. He 
commented: "I've never wor* 
ried about them, but I am care- 
ful." 


To make the silky strands, 


which are one-five thousandth of 
an iach thick, the spider is re- 
moved from its glass jar by al- 
lowing it to climb on a piece :f 
wood.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 


Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller has 
released a state police report in 
which inmates tell of torture, 
beatings and extortion at Tuck* 
er State Prison Farm, where 
one said "almost anything could 
be had" if the prisoner had the 
money. 


Rockefeller called the 67»page 


report shocking and urged the 
legislature to create a conimis* 
sion to study conditions in the 
prison system and recommend 
improvements. 


He said he hoped the report 


would "shock the legislature 
and the people of this state into 
action." 


The report released Mpnday 


was based on an inquiry made 
by the criminal 
investigation 


division of the state police last 
August, when prisoners were 
reported on the verge of a riot 
because of conditions.
